The debt went up in the 
meantime, but refunding cut down the interest 
bill by around $4,000,000, 

Farming out the public credit to private par- 
ties and then renting it back from them is an 
expensive kind of folly. Had there been no 
interest to pay on the debt, the Government's 
accounts would have been within $28,000,000 of 
balancing, all items taken in. Which is to say, 
out of $162 the Government borrowed last year

What Should the Ex 
Mother Eat? 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Two of the former superstitions about the 
expectant mother were that she should “eat for 
two” and that at least one of her teeth would 
decay. The old saying, “For every baby, a 
tooth” expressed our Grandmother's idea of 
the inevitable. However, as our knowledge 
of dietetics has increased, we 
have come to realize that she 
may safely disregard the ad- 
vice about eating for two and 
that with an adequate intake 
of calcium of phosphorous, 
her teeth will remain sound 
and strong. If every expect- 
ant mother would only use 
the knowledge we already 
have about what is best for 
her to eat during the months 
before the “blessed event” 
occurs, this alone would greatly improve her 
own health and would also safeguard the health 
of the baby. 

The first advice I would give the expectant 
mother is to forget about the false belief that 
she must eat for two. Of far greater import- 
ance is the knowledge that the expectant mother 
must eliminate for two. As excesses of food 
burden the eliminative organs at anv time, it is

even more important that during gestation, 
unreasonable quantities of food should be 
avoided. The expectant mother will find that 


the quantity of food required is not so import- 
ant as the quality of that food. 

Certainly, a great deal of discomfort during 
this period in her life will be side-stepped when 
she eats sensibly. A sensible diet is first of all 
a diet which does not provide too much of 
the food which puts on weight. Most doctors 
appreciate this fact and as a result, the diet of 
the expectant mother is carefully watched in 
order that an excessive gain in weight may be 
prevented. Also, her weight is checked at 
regular intervals in order to make sure that the 
weight gain is not too rapid. The of 
the weight of the mother largely depends upon 
regulating the carbohydrates, that Starches 
and sugars.

Regimentation of youth to an extent never before 
equalled in the history of the world has been a feature of 
national life in European countries during the last few years. 
In Canada youth has remained somewhat apathetic in the 
face of problems of gigantic importance. The apathy arose, | 
perhaps, out of despair. Accustomed to the prosperity of 
the years preceding the depression, youth could not readjust | 
its mentality to assimilate certain facts. Graduating upon 
a world that didn’t want them, the young people of Canada | 
were at a loss where to turn next. 


| 


However during the last few months Canadian youth 
has begun to show signs of organization on a mass scale in 
order to make effective its voice in such questions as war 
and economic and social reconstruction. In Edmonton this 
tendency is evident in the formation of the local council of 
the Canadian Youth Federation. 


Since the objectives of this federation are primarily edu- 
cational in such problems as war and economic and social | 
conditions, it is fitting that at the first mass meeting to be 
held Wednesday evening, May 6, in McDougall United church, | 
chief speakers should be leaders prominent in educational 
fields, Dr. R. C. Wallace and Premier William Aberhart. 


Dr. R. C. Wallace has elected to speak on “Youth Makes 
Its Demands,” and, together with an address by Premier 
Aberhart on the general subject of youth in modern society, | 
the evening’s program should be well worthy of attendance 
by adults as well as younger people.—E.B.B.
